To be never out of stock, every grower ought to order a part 
of conserved seeds in reserve. If it happens, that your seed-flats have been once too dry, no seed will 
germinate and it would take at least frve weeks before other seeds will be in your hands, So it is 
recommendable to have always a quantity of seeds in stock, which will not decrease in value. 

Conserved seeds are extremely valuable also for such growers who use to sow very early in the 
year in order to get very strong plants in fall. My customers in the tropics are ordering only conserved

About Germinating Power of Flower Seeds 


The French seedsman Rivoire has had the following experiences: The result of our experiments is the fact that 
several kinds of flower seeds, which have lost their power of germinating already one year after the crop, may be sown 
after a storage of several years with full success. Purple Foxglove seeds, 1 year old seeds of which have entirely lost 
their capacity of germinating, will germinate after 2 years with 50 °|o, and show after 3 years a good and after 4 years a 
perfect germination. But after 5 years they do not germinate at all. Seeds of Primula obconica and Primula auricula 
should be sown 2, 3, or 4 months after harvest. One year after harvest practically none of the seeds will germinate. 
But after the second year the germination is again perfect, after the third year the germination is good and after the 
fourth year again perfect. Primula auricula seeds will germinate after 2 years peony, after 3 or 4 years perfectly.
